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Public schools to 
benefit from plan

As part of Gov. George 
Ryan’s proposed ‘Illino’ 
FIRST” program announced 
last week, public schools 
would receive $2.2 billion 
each year from the state’s 
school construction fund. 

The funding would add to 
the nearly $600 million that 
public schools receive 
annually from the Illinois 
State Lottery. Many question 
the impact that the Lottery 
provides for public schools. 

“This year, we provided 
close to $600 million,’’ 
Ulinois State Lottery 
spokeswoman Anne Plohr 
said. ‘‘The entire budget for 
hools in the state is about 
4 billion.

Gary Hannig, 
D-Gillespie,said Ryan’s new 
program would benefit the 
state’s public school system 
“The Lottery contributes a 
half-billion dollars to public 
schools,’’ Hannig said. ‘It’s 
a good contribution,but it’s 
of a small magnitude in 
comparison to what 
taxpayers pay, which is 
around $8 billion. As far as 
that being part of the 
governor's plan, I approve 
of the $2.2 billion. The 
schools need it.’’

Seat belts crucial 


for everyone 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Each year, dozens of 
children die on Illinois 
roadways simply because 
they were not wearing seat 
belts. Car crashes are the 
leading cause of death to 
children. Every state has 

assed mandatory seat belt 

aws for children, yet six out 
of 10 children killed in 
auto-wrecks are unbelted. 

Hundreds of children will 
continue to die on our 
roadways, until the current 
state law is changed. The 
evidence is clear: Drivers 
who do not buckle up, do not 
buckle up children. A recent 
study published by the 
medical journal 
“Pediatrics’’ found that 
driver belt use is the best 
predictor of child restraint 
use. When drivers use seat 
belts, children are three 
times more likely to be 
buckled. 

Primary enforcement seat 
helt laws allow police to stop 
and ticket drivers for not 
wearing a seat belt, just like 
any other traffic violation. 
Currently, 14 states and the 
District of Columbia have 
enacted primary 
enforcement laws. The 
remaining 36 states allow 
police to ticket drivers for 
failure to wear seat belts 
only after they have been 
stopped for another traffic 
violation 

States that have enacted 
primary enforcement laws 
have much higher rates of 
seat belt use. When 
Louisiana passed a primary 
enforcement law, child seat 
belt use in that state 
increased from 45 percent to 
82 percent in just two years 
The passage of a primary 
enforcement law in Illinois 
is projected to save 210 
lives, prevent 6,816 injuries 
and save $445 million each 
year 

These hard statistics 
persuaded our Midwest 
neighbors, Indiana and 
Towa, to pass prudent,

agree: Tough seat belt laws 

work: They reduce traffic 
fatalities in general, and 
more specifically, they save 
the lives of hundreds of 
children each year.

programs. Way back in the 
mid 1800s, state Rep. Abraham 
Lincoln of Springfield helped 
muscle through a fantastically 
expensive infrastructure 
program financed with lots of 
debt. The project was widly 
popular amongst the populace 
and newspaper editoria! 
writers. But it literally 
bankrupted the state treasury 
for decades afterwards. 

These days, Wall Street likes 
to see an identifiable and 
dependable revenue stream 
before a borrowing 
government can get any 
money. So a project the size of 
Gov. Ryan’s can’t rely on 
vague projections of growing 
tax collections. It has to 
include some tax and fee 
increase. 

And there’s the rub. ‘‘Tax 
increase’’ is about the worst 
nightmare in politics. After 25 
years of vocal public 
dissatisfaction over taxes, 
there aren’t many tax-lovers 
left in government.

Will public back Ryan’s proposal? 


Politicians try to gaug 


n massive public works plan 


be? 

Back in 1983, Gov. Thompson 
raised just about every tax 
and fee there was.-The worst 
recession in 50 years had 
starved his budget of revenue 
at the same time that social 
spending was skyrocketing. 
Even though Thompson had 
promised over and over not to 
raise taxes during 1982 
campaign — which he barely 
won — he was re-elected in 
1986 (although that was the 
year the LaRouche fanatics 
crippled the Democratic by 
Party winning two statewide 
primary races). None of the 
state Jepislators who went 
along Thompson lost their 
races in 1984 because of the 
tax issue. And, remember, 1984 
was the Ronald Reagan 
landslide — the high point of 
conservatism. 

Last year, legislative 
Republicans and Democrats 
both tried to use the tax issue 
to knock the other pesty, out of 
power. Democrats had voted 
for Gov. Jim Edgar’s propsed 
income tax hike to fund 
education, while Republicans 
mostly voted against it. The 
bill died in the Senate. A few 
months later, the Republicans 
voted for several tax fee 
increases to fund schools. Lots 
of Democrats voted against 
that bill, but it became law. 

So, both sides tried to 7 
portray the other as tax-loving 
child haters. Both sides had 
voted for tax haters. Both 
sides had voted for tax hikes 
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and ‘‘against”’ schools. They 
spent millions trashing each 
other, but not a single elected 
incumbent lost a legislative 
race last year. 


Rep. Kevin McCarthy 
(D-Orland Park) was 5 
considered the most vulnerable 
incumbent in the Illinois House 
last fall. When McCarthy 
announced that he opposed 
Edgar’s income tax increase 
because: it wasn’t big enough, 
the Republicans grinned from 
ear to ear, and they spent a 
fortune against him. McCarthy 
won big. 


Most of us realize that our 
infrastructure is starting to 
crumble: And while we’d 
rather get something for 
nothing, we may reluctantly. 
agree to pay a few bucks more 
a-year. 

‘Then again, voters have 
proven over and over that they 
can be unpredictable and 
spiteful. So members of the 

neral Assembly will 
probably spend several 
sleepless nights worrying 
whether Gov. Ryan’s  _ : 
fabulously shiny brass ring is 
connected to a hidden 
electrical outlet. If history is 
any guide, they’ll vote for the 
projects and live to tell the 
story. But it will be great fun 
to watch them squirm in the 
meantime.

Insects fall into the pest 
category, so let’s get into 
their‘life cycle a bit. The 
changes they undergo as 
they mature are called 
metamorphosis. Some 
insects go through a simple 
one, hatching from eggs, 
becoming nymphs and 
finally full-grown adults.

Grubs 

Theijlarval stage of 
beetles have C-shaped, 
grayish-white bodice with 
brown heads, 6 legs and 
darkened posteriors. Most 
are about one quarter to 
three quarters of an inch 
long. They chew off grass 
roots; allowing the turf to 
be lifted up like a carpet. 
That’s the easiest way to 
identify them; lift the lawn 
and you'll probably see a 
few. Brown patches also 
appedr in the lawn. You can 
contre] these pests with 
Diazinon or Grubex. 


Billbugs 

Thelarvae have brown 
heads and white, legless 
bodies. The adult stage is 
about. a quarter to three 
quarters of an inch long, 
black, brown or dull yellow, 
with a long, thin snout. 
Both larvae and adults 
cause spotty yellow or 
brown patches that 
become noticeable in late 
summer. Green or brown 
sawdust-like material can 
be found near the grass 
crown. Individual grass 
plants pull loose from the 


present. Sod webworms are 
controlled in spring and 
summer with Diazinon or 
Dursban.

Ward of Black Jack formed 
G.L. Ward and Associates in 
June 1998. She has never regret- 
ted the move. 

“I'm very, very busy,” she 
said, adding she now employs 
two temporary employees on a 
consistent basis to assist with 


logs. 

G.L. Ward offers accounts 
receivable management for doc- 
tors including billing, tracking 
insurance claims and collecting 
accounts. 

_. Ward has a master's degree 
in health services management 
from Webster University and 
worked for about 10 years as a 
supervisor at Barnes-Jewish 
West County Hospital. 

_._A person interested in manag- 
ing accounts for healthcare pro- 
fessionals benefits from first 
working in a doctor's office. 

"There's a lot of technical 
expertise," Ward said. "You need 
to be familiar with insurance 
companies and how the whole 
process work.... Collection expe- 
rience is great as well." 

Working in healthcare is a 
way to develop contacts that 
may be useful when marketing 
accounts management services. 

_ However, Ward said, even 
with her connections, she devel- 
gped about 90 percent of her ini- 
tial client base through cold 
ealls. 

Ward uses software designed 
for healthcare accounts and col- 
lections. She estimates the start-

Collectors generally charge a 
fee per claim or collect, she 
said. Agents may make between
